Boad to Begin at Vardley—Travel Will 


Be Shitted to I'ennsy Side of the 


River. 


Sotreylng started last week on the 


lirciHwotl State Highway along the 1H-I 
Aware rl«-'r from Yardley to Klntnei- 
ville. There is a strong probablliU 
thut Pennsylvania will have a Ih-ln 
ware valley boulevard long before New 
Jersey gets any complete plan workiiu 
/or its long talked of highway. 


For some time past it has been e\ 


jiected that the Pennsylvania State 
Highway Commission would construct 
a macadam road along the river, coin 
pitting tlie section between Morn-. 
vlllc and Boston and Its action iu send- 
ing a eorps of engineers to l<egln the 
survey indicates that some early move 
is contemplated. Sonic i ictnbers of the 
engine*-ring force are quartered at Ihc 
Ijngnn Inn, New Hope, and the rest arc 
still at Ncwtown, flnishlug a section of 
survey from Philadelphia, but they me 
expected to leave that place soon. 
It will probably take a copulc of 


months to make the survey, the total 
distance from Vanlley to Kintnersvllle

» note was found lying on %^able in 
the parlor, an inkspot on the table

The missive was ad- 


dressed to her husband, Charles Freeth, 
a salesman for a refrigerator company, 
ind In it the wife made a pathetic 
statement that she contemplated sul-

was bis social inferior. The note reads 
as follows: 
'Dear Charles: 


"There is no use worrying you this 


way any longer. I cannot get along 
for some cause. You are a dear man 
and the boys are two dear children.

Nothing you did to me made 
me do this. You did all you could. 
Don't stay single, for I am not worthy 
of any revpect, but do right with the 
lilldren.

The note was unsigned. 
When Mr. 


Freeth read the note he was over- 
come with grief. 


"Oh! That, my wife should have done 


ihis!" he cried. "I tried to be as good 
to ber as I knew how. I even bought 
a little automobile the other day, think- 
ing it would please her, liut all seemed 
in vain. She imagined that because I 
had a little more education than she 
lid that I was much better than she. 
I tried to drive this thought from her 
mind, but she was continually harping 
on the subject. When I left her this 
morning .she was unsually happy, and 
I began to think that better days were 
coming to us." 


Mrs. Freeth had placed a chair in the 


shed near the gas range and had opened 
the four burners to their fullest ca- 
pacity. She seated herself in the chair 
and calmly awaited death. When the 
two children came in about dinner time 
for their 
meal, 
they 
missed their 


mother, and 
when they 
found the 


kitchen door shut they burst into the 
shed and found their mother dead. 
There was evidence that the little boys 
hud been overcome trying to drag Uie 
body of the woman to safety. 


When Mrs. Ella Walton, who lives 


next door, sinelled the gas fumes, she 
and Elmer Witting, a, parcel post 
driver, who called to the house to de- 
liver mail, burst open the front door of 
the Freeth home. Running into the 
.bed they found the three bodies. 
There WHS life in the children, however, 
and Witting placed the mother and boys 
in his auto delivery wagon and rushed 
them to the Samaritan hospital. 
The 


woman was pronounced dead, and the 
two little boys died shortly after being 
admitted. 


Freeth said Saturday night that two 


days before his wife took the children 
to the home of a friend on North 9th 
street. When Freeth returned home 
that night he found n note pinned to 
the lace curtains in the parlor stating 
that she was a millstone about his neck 
and that she would never return lliome 
alive. Freeth, suspecting her destina- 
tion, went to the 9th street house, 
where he found his wife and dissuaded 
her from her purpose. 


The Freeths were married on No- 


vember and have been living in the 
neighborhood only a short time. Freeth 
had been a widower for two years, and 
each had one child.

TINY HAMMERS IN STEAM. 


Billions of Flying Molecules Giv« the 


Gas Its Power. 
i 


There Is an old Scotch proverb that: 


"Mony a mlekle malts a muckle," •, 
which means that many little things'; 
put together make much. The power; 
ot steam Is a case of this, for It can' 
drive great boats through the water 
and it can tear up the greatest rocks. 
Yet fill its power is due to the coming 
together of little units of power. 
' 


When we speak of steam we mean 


water vapor— water In the form of gas. 
This gas Is formed under pressure and 
has power to expand. It is this expan-' 
slvc power that does the work. After-| 
ward the gas becomes cool and con- 
densed, so that we eun see it, and that 
Is what we cull steam. 


The power of the gas is due to the 


tiny molecules of water of which It Is 
made. Tht>se are flying about In all di- 
rections trying to get loose and so 
striking against the sides of whatever 
hems them In. The force In one of 
these molecules is very tiny, for the 
amount of stuff In the molecules is so 
small. If you had. a hammer smaller 
tban you could see you could not drive 
a nail with it. But as there are bil- 
lions of these little hammers flyinj 
about iu' the gas they are able to do all 
the work that steam does.—From "The 
Child's Book of Knowledge."

Moaning of a Misused Term In the 


Vocabulary of War. 


In the tales of every war one hears 


a great deal about "forlorn hopes." 
The term is one of the most misused In 
the vocabulary of war. It is common- 
ly understood to moan a desperate ven- 
ture. 
Jt really means "lost troop"— 


that is, "detached troop." 


The word "hope" hi the phrase Is not 


an English but n Dutch word, "hoop" 
meaning literally "heap" aud second- 
arily body of troops. 
Tho word "for- 


lorn" represents the Dutch "verloren" 
—lost 
A "verloren hoop" was a de- 


tached body of troops thrown out in 
front of the niiiln line of battle to find 
the enemy and engage them first. This 
was the regular sixteenth and seven- 
teenth century practice, and, though it 
was one of the more dangerous kinds 
of sen-ice, It was not desperate or, In 
the English sense, forlorn. 


Nowadays much t'.ie same work is 


fione by the detached bodies of cavalry 
which are thrown out before tbe main 
line of battle without communications 
or supplies to find the enemy. "Capit- 
ulation" Is another term of war which 
is very loosely usod. It does not mean 
surrender, but surrender on terms. In 
fact. It menus the terms, not tlie sur- 
render. It Is from the Ijitln "capita- 
lum," or "heading" (from which is de 
rived our word "chapter"), and a capit 
ulation is u formal treaty of surrender 
drawn up under a series of headings 
or chapters embodying tlie terms ou 
each point—Manchester Guardian.

Marriage iu ancient Rome was a 


matter which was very often arranged 
by the parents of tbe bride and groom, 
and iu those cases the bride and bride- 
groom were herded to the altar early, 
before tlicy had a chance to grow up 
and become stiff necked and stubborn. 
The average age of the Roman youth 
who married at his father's behest 
was eighteen or twenty and of the 
girls thirteen to fifteen. It must bo 
remembered, of course, that, like all 
the children of southern countries, 
boys and girla were more mature at 
an early age in Rome than in the coun- 
tries to the north. There were two 
forms of marriage ceremony which 
migbt be performed—one. the "manus"

other, without "manus." in which the 
wife retained everything except what 
was a specific part of her dowry.
